A Vessel With Explosives Found in the Cellar 
— Full Details of the Alleged Dynamite Irish 
Plot. 


By Telegraph to the Pos Dispatch. 

New YorK, March 16.—A special cable via 
New York says: “Every part of Westminster, 
the Abbey, the houses of Parliament, the great 
structures of the public offices, the clubs and 
dwelling-houses, were violently shaken last right, 
by atremendous €xplosion. At 9o’clock a great 
detonation was heard followed by the crash of 
glass falling from thousands of windows. A ae- 
liberate attempt had been made to blow up part 
of the Government offices, the part occupied by 
Sir Charles Dilk, and.the local Government 
Board. in the immense building bounded by Par- 
liament street, Downing street, Charles street, 
and St. James Park. The apartments in question 
front on Charles street, and are almost level with 
the pavement. The walls are of great thickness 
and the windows protected by massive stone bal- 
ustrades. Opposite, fifty yards away, is the King 
street Police Station. ifty feet away a 
sentry guards the Parliament street front. Charles 
street is dark and unfrequented at night, which 
partly explains the extraordinary fact that no 
lives were lost. The dynamite was placed on the 
window sill inside the balustrade, where the fuse 
when burning would be concealed from the view 
of any one passing. 

THE FORCE OF THE EXPLOSION WAS TERRIFIC. 
The great stone balustrade was obliterated and 
the pavement shattered and ground to powder. 
A wooden structure opposite was blown into 
splinters and a mass of stone was driven through 
the wall of the house beyond it. Inside the offlees 
there remained nothing but splintered wood, 
broken plasters, walls burst open, an indescrib- 
able scene of destruction. The street was com- 
pletely covered with the fragments of broken plate 
glass shattered to atoms. The doors of the King 
Street Police Station were burst in by the blast of 
air, and the detachment present was prostrated. 


Broken timbers and masses of stone 
were sent flying into King street. 
People crossing at Parliament street 


wnere knocked down. A hansom and horse 
were flung across the sidewalk against the front 
of the Whitehall Club, in which the great plate 
glass windows were driven in a shower into the 
rooms. Everywhere the greatest consternation 
prevailed. 

PEOPLE POURED OUT OF THEIR HOUSES, 
lass cracking under their feet. In 
the House of Commons the alarm was general, 
many members leaving at once. The lobby was 
emptied and people rushed out of Westminister 
Hall. Some 200 police and a detachment of the 
Fire Brigade took possession of Charles street 
and drew a cordon around the building. which no 
one but members of Parliament and public offiec- 
ials were allowed to pass. As the alarm spread, 
thousands flocked from all parts, and the most in- 
tense excitement prevailed, the report rapidly

It was not 
the practice to increase and expedite a route 
where the service was being already inadequately 
performed. He saw Vaile See while 
in the Post-office Depart t. and could no 
remember how he learned Vaile was going to as- 
Sume the service for Miner, Peck & Co. e had 
probably been informed bp the chief clerk. The 
Congressional investigation in 78 Was the reason 
tor not insisting on the immediate establishment 
of the service at the beginning of the contract 
term upon Canon City, Fort McDermott and other 
routes. It was always better to grant a smal 
allowance at a time than to declare the contractor 
a failing eontractur. There was abundant reason 
for this. Postmaster-Geueral Key had investigat- 
ed the charges of extravagance against witness 
He was before the Congressional commiitee in 
1880 several times. He thought he then testified 
in almost all cases he got expedited service at 
less than the prorata and that statemeat was 
true. 

Bliss, “Are you aware that twelve of the orders 
in this case were made at a prorata?“ 

“Tam not. My assertion on yesterday was too 
broad, ana I now find seven orders made at less 
than the prorata.“

HER TURN. 


A Woman Who Has Stabbed Three Men 
Cut By Her Husband. 
Mary Burns, a young colored woman, walked 
into the City Dispensary at 1 o'clock to-day, sul- 
fering from a knife wound in her right side, 
which, she sald, had been inflicted by@fier hus- 
band, Henry Burns, only a half-hour before. It 
seems that the couple have not been living to- 
gether for some time, although the husband made 
repeated efforts to induce the woman to 
return to him. This morning she was 
engaged in doing a day’s ironing at the house of 
a colored woman named Nellie Long, in the rear 
of No. 908 Market street, and shortly after noon 
her husband came into the room where she was 
at work and renewed his command to her to live 
with him. She refused. and then a quarrel ensued 
which wound up by the husband’scutting her in 
the manner related above. The wounded woman 
walked to the Chy Hall and told the 
foregoing story. Dr. Luedeking examined 
her injury and pronounced it severe, though 
not necessarily fatal. The woman retused to 
make any very detailed statement concerning the 
circumstances connected with the stab ing, and 
after her wound had been dressed she was on 
veyed tothe City oo Officer Norris, who 
is on dgty atthe City Hall, started out at once in 
ursuit of the woman’s husband. Mary Burns 
as herself been three times arrested on charges 
of murder. Five years ago she killed a co 
ored man, for which crime she was sentenced 
to the Penitentiary for manslaughter, but were 
released shortly aftemwards. Two years ago she 
stabbed another colored man named Jim Bates to 
the heart in Paradise alley, killing him almost in- 
stantly. Of this crime she was acquitted. About 
six months ago she stabbed her third victim, this 
time on the Levee. The man recovered, but Mary 
rns languished in — until almost two weeks 
ago, wsen she was released. At the hour of going 
to press Henry Burns, the woman’s assailant, 
had not been arrested.

AN ABSURD DEMAND. 

In the House of Commons yesterday Mr. 
COLERIDGE KENNARD asked what the Gov- 
ernment had done toward recovering the 
surplus of the Alabama Award, and Lord 
EDMUND FITzMAURICE, the Under Foreign 
Secretary, answered that the Government 


ery. Mr. KENNARD then gave notice that 
he would move that, in view of the complete 
satisfying of all demands of American citi- 
zens upon the sum allowed by the Geneva 
Conference on account of the Alabama 
claims, the opinion of the House of Commons 
is that the balance should be returned to 
Great Britain. 

Mr. KENNARD is on a very cold trail, 
The House of Commons can only make itself 
ridiculous by questioning the right of 
the United States Government to retain 
every dollar of the Geneva Award. 
That right has been judicially affirmed 
by the English Court of Appeals and also by 
the House of Lords, the final arbiter of 
all legal questions in the British Empire. 
That decision cannot be reversed by the 
vote of a mass meeting at Trafalgar Square. 
Neither can it be set aside by a motion in 
the House of Commens. 

A cargo insured by English underwriters 
against war risks having been destroyed by 
the Alabama, the loss was promptly paid by 
the underwriters. The owners, after being 
thus indemnified, submitted a claim for the 
full value of the lost cargo, which claim our 
Government allowed and paid out of the 
Geneva Award fund. The underwriters 
then brought suit in England to recover 
from the owners the amount paid to 
them by the United Mates. The En- 
glish courts held that. if the Geneva Award 
had been a mere payment of individual 
claims collected by the United States for the 
various sufferers, the insurers who had paid 
the insured their losses would be subrogated 
to all the rights of the insured with respect 
to the indemnity awarded at Geneva, just as 
the insurers would have had a right to take 
possession of the lost cargo when recovered 
after they had paid the insurance on it. But 
the English Court of Appeals, and, finally 
the House of Lords, only a few months ago, 
held that the Geneva Award was not 
paid to the United States as trustee 
and collector of indenmities for individual 
losses, but as a compensation for the general 
loss which the whole country had sustained. 
Whatever so-called payments the United 
States might make out of this money to indi- 
vidual sufferers were mere gifts upon which 
the insurers could have no claim. The Ge- 
neva Award “was a National indemnity of 
which the United States was not bound to 
distribute one dollar. 

This English decision clearly fixed the ten- 
ure of the Geneva fund in the United States 
Treasury upona basis of international equity 
entirely independent of the payment of any 
part of the money to individual sufferers by 
the Alabama’s depredations. The right of 
the United States Government to pocket the 
whole $15,000,000, without paying any citi- 
zen’s Alabama claim, has been solemnly 
affirmed by all the British courts, and the 
House of Commons will hardly commit the 
absurdity of affirming the contrary. If we 
managed to pull the wool over the eyes of 
the Geneva arbitrators, and to get away 
with a few millions too much, our English 
cousins have vindicated their talent for sharp 
practice by recovering the excess with inter- 
est in the Halifax fishery arbitration, and 
honors are easy between us. 


CRAFTON NUMBER TWO. 

A reliable person in St. Joseph informs 
the St. Joseph Herald that the rol unpaid 
claims on file in the Adjutant-General's office 
at Jefferson City was taken to St. Joseph a 
year ago last winter, and there copied for 
the benefit of certain persons who saw a 
chance to do a bit of speculation in w 
claims, It is charged that their scheme was 
to buy up the unpaid claims very cheap, and 
fix up fraudulent papers in the case of claims 
where the claimang@ and their heirs were 
dead, then to procure some such legislation 
as the HEARp bill, under which they would 
get the claims allowed by the State on some 
delusive pretext, and State warrants issued 
for the amounts. 

The ‘HEARD bill seems to be admirably 
adapted co the purposes of such a fraud. It 
requires the Auditor to allow and issue war- 
rants for any claim filed with him that does 
not appear to have been paid, and that 
tallies with alleged pay-rolls filed at Wash- 
ington, and that is not identified gs one of 
the bogus CRAFTON claims already exposed 
and outlawed. The Auditor is neither re- 
quired nor permitted to take any other steps 
to prevent new frauds except to obtain a 
certificate from Washington that a claim 
filed with him tallies with an entry upon 
some alleged pay-roll at WasMington. Then 
the claim is to be allowed and recognized as

The State Constitution positively forbids 
the appropriation of any money in payment 
or recognition of any war claims by virtue of 
the act of March 19, 1874, or any similar act, 
until after the United States shall have first 
allowed and paid said claims to the State. 
The HEARD bill, as a bill to adjust and set- 
tle those old war claims, is an act similar to 
that of 1874. Where itis dissimilar it is 
worse. It is a wretched attempt to evade 
the Constitution and to make the State of 
Missouri a party to a fraud upon the United 
States Treasury. Itsauthor and supporters 
do not so intend, but such will be the only 
practical effect of the enactment. - 


FENIAN GUITEAUs. 

The English people have always been very 
credulous and very excitable on the subject 
of plots. Rye House plots, Popish plots, 
Guy FAwkkgs plots and the Lord only knows 
how many more plots fill the political horn 
books of England, and, like the woman who 
cannot lie down in bed until she has looked 
under it fora burglar, the English mind is 
always on the watch for plots in connection 
with politics. A profound faith in the ex- 
istence of a Fenian plot to blow the island of 
Great Britain to smithereens with dynamite 
has been countenanced by the Government 
and its organs for years, and, considering the 
number of Fenian cranks and the anxiety of 
the Government to heap popular hatred on 
the Irish cause, the only wonder is that so 
little has been done to confirm the dynamite 
theory. The precautions taken to protect 
the Ministers from cold assassi€ation by sur- 
rounding their valuable persons and their 
houses with guards and detectives had 
begun to look so extremely ridiculous that 
the explosion, which occurred  yester- 
day, was probably hailed and welcomed in 
Government circles as a “long-felt want.” 
It had none of the features of the Guy 
FAWKES business. The building endangered 
was one of the local offices of the Home Sec- 
retary’s department, at a safe distance from 
the Parliament House, and the explosion 
seems to have been carefully arranged and 
timed so as not to kill anybody. The meager 
details of the first announcement impart 
to the thing only the features of an ex- 
perimental scare, and the Home Secretary in 
the House very properly desired to await 
further developments before saying any- 
thing on the subject. The Government will, 
of course, make as much political capital 
and sensation as possible out of it, and it 
may prove a serious affair for somebody. 
Should it prove to be what is suspected, the 
miscreants and cranks implicated in it will 
be caught, we hope, and hung with as little 
mercy or sympathy as the sane world ac- 
corded to GUITEAU.

lector of water rates, says: „ „„The only just 
means of dealing with water revenue is to treat it 
as a business; that is, a reasonable fixed 
price per 100 gajlons shall exist, and actual 
measuzement shall determine the amount furnish- 
ed, and’this shall be the basis of payment. The 
principle has beena pplied as far as practicable to 
all consumers not within the uses classified as do- 
mestic, and the results are most satisfacto- 
ey.” * 0

A Notorious Locality Reclaimed From Dens 
and Dives for Business Houses. 


This morning tweuty defendants to charges of 
being keepers and inmates of disreputable houses 
were arraigned in the First District Police Court. 
The prosecuting witness was Private 

ective Huthsing, of the McDonough Agency. 
The eases were disposed of as leniently as 


possible. In cases in which a fine was imposed a 
stay was granted for one week. Other cases were 
continued one week. These prosecutions have 
been instituted to effect a reformation in a locality 
that has beretofore borne a very bad reputation. 
A. few months ago the Police Department at- 
tempted to reclaim Sixth street, and it 
requiréd several months to complete it. The 
locallty in the vicinity of Almond street which 
runs from the Levee to Fifth street has been con- 
stantly improving during the past four vears, sev- 
. large factories baving been built in that vi- 
inity. Among the first streets reconstructed 
with granite was Almond, which is the only 
thoroughfare leading to the district east of 
Fourth. Poplar street is occupied by the 
railroad tracks, while the grade of Spruce is so 
steep that heavily-laden vehicles rarely come up 
that street. This hignway has been lined with 
low groggeries and disreputable dives, and has 
long enjoyed the reputation of being the touchest 
locality in town. The work of reclaiming it for 
business purposes and residences for workingmeB 
was begun bv the manufacturers operating the 
factories on Third and Fourth streets. The mat- 
ter was placed in the hands of the MeDenough 
Detective Agency, who notified the denizens of 
the street of the proposed improvement. Evi- 
dence to support cases against each of the pro- 
prietors was prepared and sent to the First 
District Police Courts through complaints 
made by City Attorney Clover. The cases have 
all been Jaid over for a week and in many instan- 
ces the women have been advanced money to rent 
other houses in localities where they will not in- 
terfere with business interests. Nearly: all the 
proprietresses have siguifiead their intentions to 
move to less public places.

THE EXILED PRINCES. 


Their Enormous Wealth Founded Upén 
Atrocious Crimes. ; 
Paris Cor. New York Times. 


An ugly story is the chronicle of the for- 
tune of te d’Orleans, on whom so much 
sympathy. has been wasted by people who 
accept as gospel, truth the assertion of a 
d' Orleans panegyrist: Ali its sons at brave 
and all its daughters chaste, and those who 
doubt one may consult a pam hlet published 
in 1872 by M. +4 Chevalier, in which they 
WII find some instructive revelations under 
the title ‘“‘La Famille d'Orleaus et sa For- 
tune,“ compiled from official sources by MM. 
E. Vauquelin and A. de Laborge. Prodigal 
rapacious and unserupulous, they employed 
all the resources of intrigue, diplomacy and 
speculation; they accepted dishonor, prac- 
ticed fraud, conspired against their fellow- 
citizens according to the political situation of 
the moment; begged for millions to royalty 
and stole threnes from revolution in order to 
inerease their treasures. Throwing into the 
abyss of ambition the enormous wealth which 
their avidity had amassed, twice have they 
reconstituted that fortune which, in the first 
instance, they acquired by dishonesty. Born 
at the root of the throne, they have neither 
the graudeur of kings nor the virtues of citi- 
zeus; from the first to the last of their race 
they have kept that soul of princes,“ which 
one of their courtesans so aptly compared to 
the “‘soul of lackeys.”’ 
for them a source of gain—the scandalous 
marriage of the Regent and his disreputable 
stock-jobbing with the financier law. the do- 
nations wrung from Louis XVIII. and 
Charles X., and finally the dual tragedy of 
Neuilly and St. Leu are matters ,of history, 
and when an addition is made of the profits 
derjved froin these different operations, we 
find as a sum total thé enormous figure of 
600,000,000f. When in 1790 all the 
uages were abolished, Philippe of 
rleans received in exchange for his 
property not Only the million per annum 
which was granted to all the Princes of the 
bloud, but also 2,500,000 livres in cash, which, 
if his factotum Chauderlos de Laclos can be 
believed, was further increased by 69,000, 000f. 
stolen from the stock broker Pirrel, who 
was assassinated in one of the Duke’s car- 
riages in broad daylight while on his way 
from the Duke's Chateau of Raincy to Paris, 
The Memoires de Bertrand de Molieville’ 
(Vol. IV., pp. 100 to 103,) give full details of 
this tragic adventure, which was hushed up, 
although one of the victim's creditors, M. 
Moncey, lodged a complaint with the Crimi- 
nal Lieutenant of the Chatelet, and un- 


tors and perpetrators of the crime. 
When Philippe’ Egante was guillotined he 
was a beggar, having squandered the entire 
capital of which the revenue amounted to 
8,907,328f. More still, he left debts behind 
iu to the sum of 74,000,000f., of which the 
State paid 37,740,000f., thus becoming owner 
of all his private property which remained as 
Government domains until 1814, when ‘the 
Restoration gave back to him who was after- 
ward Louis Philippe all his father’s estates, 
Without taking into account at ail the 37, 740. 
which had been paid to that father’s 
creditors of the National Treasury dpring the 
Revolution. Nor did this royal present satisfy 
the cupidity by Louis Phillipe d’Orleans, who 
prosecuted the Treasury Department, the 
Domanial Administration, the city of Paris, 
in the matter of the Ouray Canal Water- 
works, and even his own mother Mine. Louise 
d' Bourbon Penthr’evre, for the restitution of 
moneys which he pretended were illegally re- 
tained from him. Tnese suits were so dis 
graceful that the King objjged his cousin to 
stop judicial action, but.s0 as to lose as little 
as possible, he sold out his various claims to 
a company. by. which it was continued, 
Charles X.,more feeble minded, went further 
than his predecessor; he confirmed all the 
dispositions in favor of the ,Orleans, and, 
giving him the title of Royal Highness, In- 


out of the milliard voted by the Chambers in 
aid of the emigres. You will perceive 
that, on the one side, the Duke d’Orleans 
managed to obtain the restoration of 
all the property which bad been legitimate- 
ly acquired by the State, and on the other 
side managed to get himself an indemnity 
for the loss of that property alienated by his 
father which the State had too generously 
restored to him. The next addition to the 
Duke’s heard came in the form of 27,000,000f., 
which he inherited from his mother’s estate, 
although, as this an apanage of the 
Duke de Peuthi¢Yre™imited by law, dating 
back to Charles IX., to heirs male, of whom 
there was none, it legally reverted back to 
the crown. However, royal favor was more 
powerful than any old royal edict, 
and so it happened that in 1827, what 
with donations, royal liberalities, inheri- 
tances and indemnities, Louis Philippe 
came to be a much richer man than he would 
have been had he merely inherited his fath- 
er’s fortune. Two vears later that fortune 
was furthermore increased by the 50,000,000f. 
of the Duke de Bourbon, who so mysterious- 
ly “suicided himself, or was suicided’’—M. 
de Talleyrand's remark on the death of that 
old gentleman just after this last of the 
Condes had made his will in favor of the 
Duke d’Aumale, burdened only with a lega- 
cy to the Baroness de Feucheres, who had 
begun life as an actress on the boards of the 
Covent Garden Theater. ) 

I have not space unfortunately to give de- 
tails of this horriblecrime, for which all who 
are curious may consult Louis Blane’s His 
toire de Dix Ans;“ it will suffice here for me 
to say that, as for the Pine! murder, so for 
the Prince de Conde’s murder, dame justice 
was obliged to keep her eves closed. Damag- 
ing witnesses were pensioned off and sent to 
travel, complacent doctors testified that it 
was a veritable case of felo de se, although 
it was notorious that the poor old man was 
physically incapable of the exertion necessa- 
ry to hang himself to the fastening of the 
window shutter. Public opinion has always 
held the d'Orleans responsible for this foul 
deed ; the murdered Prince way beloved by his 
retainers; he stiil enjoyed life and its pleas- 
ures, and his death could be of profit to no 
one except to the children of Louis Philippe 
and to the British a@Vventurers. The old 
man had shown much unwillingness to be- 
queath anything in their favor, and it was 
necessary that he should disappear before he 
could have time to change his testamentary 
A very large part of the 
d’Orleans property was confiscated to the 
State by Louis Napoleon; the first act of the 
d’Orleans tribe on its readmission to French 


soil was to force their country. suffering al- 


though she was from the disasters of the 
German invasion, to pay back the millions 
which had been seized, it is true, by a 
usurper, yet which, in the first instance, had 
been accumulated by fraud and peculation. 
“But What is the use of raking up these 
old stories?“ ask the friends and parasites of 
the d' Orleans. Simply to show the French 
people how unworthy these so-called victims 
of spoliation are of commiseration and pity,” 
answer those Republicans who, in the mili- 
tary degradation of the Princes, see that all 
future peril to liberty has not been conjured 
by their removal from the army. The snake 
has been scotched, but not killed, and so 
long as they are pefnitted te inhabit French 
territory and enjoy that enormous wealth ta 
which they have no legal or moral right, 
their influence must be deleterious. As M. 
Paul de Cassagnac declared in the Pays, ten 
years ago, and is very sorry now for that In- 
temperance of language: “The Orleans 
Princes area permanent source of danger, 
against which a Government can only guard 
ring Nad thei? banishment or their execu- 
on.

MISTAKES OF SMOKERS. 


Cigars That Pass for Havana Not Made 
of the Real Abajo Tobacco. 
From the Brooklyn Eagle. 


Under the name of ‘‘Havana,” a tobacco 
which grows only inthe Vuelto Abajo dis- 
trict, near the city of Havana, they purchase 
all kinds of tobaceo that grow in Cuba and Cu- 
bans will tell yon that some of it isthe worst 
in the world. Yara, which is a fine grade of 
Cuba tobacco, if used when fresh. is worked up 
aS Havana, but not te so great an extent. as 
the product of the Vuelo Arriba. There is 
some of the last named which has a real! 
fine favor and taste, but the leaf is — 
coarser than the Havana leaf and much of dt 
is as Coarse in flavor as inappearance. Still, 
what flavor it has is, as a rule, far superior 
to that of tobacco grown in the States and 
gives tone to the Connecticut or State seed, 
with which itis commonly mixed to make 
the ordinary seed and Havana cigar. Now- 
adays there is consideravie Sumatra, Jamai- 
ca and even Mexican tobacco used here in 
the same way, but probably the bulk of the 
so-called Havaua mixture comes from the 
Vueita Arriba, as stated. The real Havana, 
that frog the Vuelto Abajo, is almost entire- 
lv absorbed by the manufacturers of Cuba 
itself, the product of the best plantations 
being in fact mortgaged for years in advance, 
just as used to be the gase with many cotton 
plantations in the South before the war. It 
is Sale to say that very, little of it ever gets 
into this market. 

A very common error among well-to-do 
smokers is to suppose that because they buy 
an imported cigar they must get a good one. 
Many of the brands at teapotied goods which 
have had their run here, such as the Figaro, 
Espanola, the Partaga, never were a fine 
grade of goods as comp red with ,other 
Cuban cigars and many of the imitations 
made here and sold for the genuine by the 
— were actually better than thetokigin- 
als. 

Some Very fine brands of 3 are im- 
ported here from Cuba, but in comparatively 
small quantities, the bulk of the best goods 
going to satisfy the esthetic demands of the 
royalty and aristocracy of Europe. 11 famil- 
lar example of this can be seen in the Napo- 
leones, a very large cigar, which was first 
made by a Cuban manufacturer for the late 
Emperor Napoleon and which cost a dollar 
apiece. Every particle of their contents 
were selected and handled and an extra- 
ordinary price was paid for the workman- 
ship, and no gum being used to turn the end 
with and keep it in place. :

It is the style to illumiuate the fronts 
of the great popular stores with the electiic 
light. itis used in several of the eus 
paper offices. ‘The Tribune type is set by 
the United States Aré light. The Heraid 
has the Edison system, and the only testi- 
mony that it is an experiment is hat the gas 
fixtures have not been taken . There 
are 650 Edison lights in the Herald estab- 
lishment. Our triends who have invest- 
ments in as stock may rely upon it that 
electricity, as an illuminant, is mating prog- 
ress. Its inroads upon gas are at least as 
rapid and certain as thosg of the telephone 
upon the telegraph, or the type-writer upon 
ohonography. It is not that the electric 
light is cheap. It costs abput as much as 
gas. Its merits are incomparable brilliancy 
and absence of heat. The tact that gas ligat 
is so hot will be the salvation of gas cumpa- 
nies gome day. .

that he would enjoin’ the Sheriff from receiving 
any Warrants issued against the levy of 1882, for 
taxes, exeept sueh as were isguead for material 
furnished or services rendered between the 8th 
day of December, 1882, the date of the tax levy, 
and the 15h day of March, 1884, the end of the 
fiscal year.
